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THE SEWAGE OUTLET. 


Councilman B. Colin’s Views 
on the Qneslion. 


OPINION OK SUBVEYOB EATON. 


A Matter Which Is of the Greatest 
Interest to Citizens in Gen­ 
eral. 


Mr. B. Colia, member of Council from 
the Fourth, “ father” of the existant 
City Charter, and a municipal officer of 
acknowledged ability, said to a H erald 
man who called upon him at his place of 
biuine39 yesterday, and asked him what 
he thought of the present status of the 
sewer question: 
“ I think the proposition to give Los 
Angeles a system of sewers adequate to 
the needs of the city has fallen through. 
I, at leaBt, shall cease making any further 
effort in that direction until it becomes 
apparent to me that the Council means 
business, and means to give the people 
what they demand, 
and what they 
should have—a complete and perfect 
sewer system at the least possible ex­ 
pense.” 
“ What makes you think so?” asked 
the H erald m an. 
“A variety of circumstances,” respond­ 
ed Mr. Cohn.” In the first place, the 
cry of the people for the past two years 
has been for a sewer system. Finally 
the Council took the matter in hand. 
Expert sewage engineers were employed 
to confer and advise with the then City 
Engineer, Mr. Fred Eaton. A contour map 
was made, plans and specifications were 
formulated and next an ordinance cov­ 
ering the question was framed. 
This 
work all failed in its purpose. No deter­ 
mined action was taken and the matter 
was left in stalu quo, and would have re­ 
mained so but for the kick of the Vernon 
people.” 
“The next thing was a reconsideration 
of this sewer question. 
Then the kick 
was made in the Council that the estim­ 
ated cost of the proposed Eaton system 
was too great to be afforded. Next it was 
found that Mr. Eaton’s plan was not 
practicable because the outlet he had 
planned could not be used. 
Mr. Eaton 
proposed to empty the city sewage on a 
part of the Centinela rancho. The owners 
of that property, in return, were to pay 
the city a handsome bonus for the priv­ 
ilege of controlling the sewage, they 
wishing to use it for cultivating purposes. 
As the City Council had abjut concluded 
to adopt the Eaton system it was found 
that the Centinela people would not only 
not pay a bonus, but would refuse to al­ 
low the sewage to be emptied on their 
property. 
This knocked out the Eaton 
system.” 
“ A long time ago, realiziog that the 
city at the present time could not afford 
to mcur an indebtedness of over a mil­ 
lion and a half of dollars for a sewer sys­ 
tem, I went to work on my own account 
to see what could be done. I consulted 
the best engineering authority and after 
fareful consideration found that this city 
ttotild be drained at an expense, to prop­ 
erty owners, of $1.50 per front foot. I 
found out also that an ontfall sewer, run 
Bing into Ballona Lake, could be built at 
an expense on the outside of $250,000. 
That is to say that Los Angeles could be 
properly sewered and the sewage carried 
to where tidal action would dispose of it, 
for about $750,000, or $707,000 less than 
the cost contemplated in the Eaton plan. 
As you know, my plan was submitted to 
the Council. It was held by the City At­ 
torney that nothing could be done with it 
until the ordinances authorizing the con­ 
struction of the system proposed by Mr. 
Eaton were repealed. Other members 
seemed to think $250,000 for an outfall 
sewer too cheap. Still others opposed 
the scheme for a number of reasons. Of 
course it didn’t go through, and we are 
as far from a solution of the sewer prob­ 
lem as we ever were.” 
“ W h at prom pted you, a t th e start, Mr. 
Cohn,” asked th e H erald m an, “ to d e­ 
vise a new plan for a sew er Bystem ?” 
“I dhl so because I was afraid to s_ 
mit to the people a proposition to incur 
the vast indebtedness neoessary for ihe 
Eaton system. No mistaking it, money 
is not loose. I was afraid the thing 
would be defeated. 
Then, in my own 
mind, I knew that just as good a sewer 
system as is required could be built for 
only half the amount the other was esti­ 
mated to cost.” 
“ Will you give me the details of vour 
By stem?” 
“Certainly. My system contemplates 
just what Mr. Eaton did as to the sewer­ 
ing of the city proper. It advocates the 
districting of the city into four districts, 
just as his did. Next, it advocates the 
payment by a district of all expenses in­ 
curred in sewering eujh district. Each 
district bears 
the 
expense of the 
done 
within 
its 
boundar­ 
ies.

sewer system it possesses, aPd all derive 
benefit from the main outfall sewer to

■31 the levee districts in 
Mississippi 
valley and here in this State. To sewer 
each of these districts, according to esti­ 
mates I have, would cost property own­ 
ers about $1.50 per front foot.” 
“Now, as to the outfall, or main trunk 
sewer. In this regard my plan differs 
from that of Mr. Eaton in five principal 
particulars—cost of construction, method 
of construction, material used, mileage 
of construction and outlet, or terminal 
situation. Outside estimates place the 
cost of the outfall sewer, as contemplated 
by my plan, at $250,000. The sewer con­ 
templated is to be a cement pipe Bewer, 
laid in a concrete side-and-bottom bed, 
the size of the pipe to be 30 inches in 
diameter. The materia) nsed in the 
sewer proper would be the finest quality 
of cement pipe. The length of the out­ 
fall sewer would be within a fraction of 
fourteen miles, and its terminal would be 
a point in Lake Ballona, where it has 
been demonstrated the Bewage would be 
taken oceanward by tidal action.” 
“ Where would the source of this out­ 
fall sewer be located ?” 
“At San Pedro and Washington streets, 
a location giviog such a sewer the highest 
grade obtainable here. 
The highest 
grade given the outfall, the better the 
system.” 
“ What would be the route traversed?” 
“The outfall sewer would run parallel, 
almost, to the track of the Ballona branch 
railway and because of this very fact the 
cost of construction and time of comple­ 
tion would be reduced fully one half. 
According to the plan I propose, this city 
can be sewered and the outfall built in­ 
side of eighteen months.”

“ How ib that?” 
“ Well, the division of the work of con­ 
struction in the city proper would mili­ 
tate in favor of having it pushed forward 
with great dispatch. Vitrified iron-stone

could be laid right alongside the scene cf 
operations. Over 1,000, or as many men 
as required, pould be strung along the 
entire outfall route. 
Cement, gravel,

Engineers estimate 
that the outfall

passing railway trains. 
That, in detail 
is my plan for a sewer system.” 
“ It does not contemplate using city 
sewage for cultivation,” observed the 
H krai D man. 
“ While not contemplating such dis­ 
posal,” returned Mr. Cohn, “ it would be 
perfectly practicable to conduct sewage 
to lands along the line of the outfall 
through the medium of side-conduits.” 
“ Now, in conclusion, let rao tell yon 
something of the Council proceedings 
yesterday. 
A point was raised that no 
action could be taken, looking toward 
the adoption of a new system, until the 
ordinance authorizing the bondl election 
for sewer construction under the Eaton 
system, should be repealed. 
The ordin­ 
ance offered with my plan for a system 
provided for this. 
Mr. Daly was wrong 
when he stated that this ordinance could 
not be legally adopted until the Eaton 
ordinance, numbered 373, should be re­ 
pealed. 
Section three of the ordinance 
offered savs 
* * “and all ordinances 
and 
parts 
of 
ordinances, in so far 
as they are inconsistent with the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, and in conflict 
thereto, are hereby repealed.” 
“ Mr. Chandler opposed the passage of 
the ordinance because he did not know 
that it had not been demonstrated that 
the sewer outfall, as proposed, would cost 
but $250,000. I will give a bond for 
$200,000 that the outfall sewer will not 
cost more than that amount.' ‘ 
Regarding Lake Ballona and its prac- 
•ility as an outlet for the city sewage, 
City Surveyor Lambie seemed to be in 
doubt. Yet, in his report as an expert 
on the Eaton plan lor a system, Mr. 
Lambie and his colleague, Mr. Jackson, 
say that the Ballona is the natural outlet, 
and that to build an outfall sewer there 
would be the cheapest plan of construc­ 
tion, if sewage was to go to waste. Mr. 
Lambie seems not to favor the scheme of 
marking off the city into sewer districts.” 
“ Do you imagine that there would 
have been any opposition to your system 
on the part of property owners?” asked 
the reporter. 
“ No. 
How could there be? 
Only 
$250,000 worth of bonded, indebtedness 
would be asked of the people. The $1.50 
per front foot 
expense would come 
in in 
the 
shape 
of 
special 
tax. 
Already 
four-fifths of 
the 
proper­ 
ty 
owners 
along 
the 
proposed 
route of the outfall have consented to 
have it built across or along their pos­ 
sessions. 
“How do you account for the opposi­ 
tion in the Council ?” 
I cannot account for it except in 
that there is a disposition on the part of 
Mr. Humphreys to have a hand in and 
be known as the leader of anything pro­ 
jected. He 
didn’t happen to figure 
prominently in the new scheme. He has 
a following and succeeded in raising a 
faction, as usual.” 
“ But the matter will be brought up 
again?" 
“ Undoubtedly, but I am afraid things 
will go in the future as they have in the 
past. Work on the new system could 
not have been commenced, anyhow, be­ 
fore next August, and continual delay 
means simply that we will have no sewer 
system at all. Finally the people will 
take the matter in their own hands, and 
then, maybe, something will be done.” 


THE PROPOSED SEWER ROUTE. 


Mr. E a to n T a k e s I p the Cudgel» 
A g a i n fo r HI» O w n Scheme. 
E d it o r s H e r a l d : An article which 
appears in to-day’s issue of the H e r a l d , 
under the head of “ Comparison of the 
Proposed Sewer Routes,” plainly inti­ 
mates that its author challenges á reply 
from me. 
This article the author, for reasons 
well known to himself and a few others, 
sees fit to write over an assumed name 
Owing to the position which this gentle­ 
man evidently occupies in the advance­ 
ment of this proposed ten-cent sewer 
scheme, he can hardly be blamed for de­ 
siring that I should be silenced by the 
weighty aiguments set forth in his 
highly interesting document. 
The writer should not be in two great 
a hurry in condemning the Centinela 
route before being possessed of sufficient 
data on this and other routes upon which 
to base an estimate of their comparative 
costs. He may have crow to eat when 
the estimate for a properly constructed 
sewer via the Ballona route shall have 
been made. The positien I occupy is 
that of a citizen favoring the best and 
most economical solution of the matter. 
Mr. Cohn requested me two weeks ago 
to assist him in obtaining a right of way 
from the Centinela people. I then sug­ 
gested the Ballona route as a way out, 
should the city fail in securing satisfac­ 
tory terms for right of way over the Cen­ 
tinela Rancho. 
It is not the route that I propose to at- 
f“?h, b"t íhe retrogl‘*'*inor‘ DWrow policy 
of abridging our public improvements. 
When the city had 40,000 people it was 
not considered extravagant to design our 
work adequate to the requirements of at 
least 200,000 people, and now that we 
have a population of 75,000 to 80,000, 
with prospects of realizing our former 
expectations within less than ten years, 
if the present rate of increase is a fair 
guide upon which to base our estimate- 
there are reasons for us to enlarge our 
ideas for the future needs of the city in­ 
stead of contracting them 
to 
one- 
fourth 
of 
what 
they 
were 
when 
the city had half its present population. 
The proposition to raise $500,000 for the 
construction of a 30-inch outfall sewer to 
the ocean will fail to receive the vote 
necessary for authorizing the issuance of 
the bonds. 
There has been no expression of pub­ 
lic sentiment through the press indicat­ 
ing that the citizens advocate the con­ 
traction of sewers to the narrow limits of 
present demand. 
It has.been said by advocates of this ten 
cent sewer scheme that the present 22- 
inch outfall only runs half full in seasons 
of dry flow. This is true, but in the 
winter it runs full and overflows at the 
manholes. 
There are at the present time upwards 
of 10,000 houses in the city, of which 
number but about 2000 are connected 
with the present outfall sewer. 60 there 
are four-fiftbs of the houses in the city 
yet to offer their little contribution to the 
outfall. 
The capacity of a 30-inch pipe is about 
double that of a 22 inch, so that when 
all the houses are connected the 30- 
inch 
sewer 
will 
be 
taxed 
for 
the full 
amount that it should be 
called upon to deliver, as some allow­ 
ance ahoold be made for such water as 
will get in through manholes and other 
sources daring the rainy Mason. .As to 
the question to which Mr. Fiat Lax is 


distribution on Ihe lands. It is the land 
owner who reaps the profit in the appli­ 
cation of sewage by the enhancement of 
the land so brought under irrigation. 
If 
the City of Los Angeles had accepted the 
proposition of the public spirited gentle­ 
men of the Centinela Rancho it would 
have been one half a miiliou dollars 
richer at the present time. 
We need 
not go beyond the irrigation svitem of 
our own city to demonstrate that it does 
not pay to sell water for irrigation pur­ 
poses. The 
revenue 
the 
city 
has 
thus derived has not been sufficient 
to keep our works in good order. As to 
the statement that the Centinela route 
was selected for the subsidy that it was 
expected to yield, 
I challenge the 
gentleman to show by figures from actual 
surveys wherein the other routes men­ 
tioned by him possess superior advan­ 
tages, in respect either to the adapta­ 
bility of soil for sewage application, 
economic construction or ocean outfall.

The W olfskill Depot Nearly 
Completed. 


THE EUREKA CLAIMS SETTLED. 


D eparture of the Conductors’ Ex­ 
cursion—W reck in the 
S. P. Yards. 


W ith a view to ascertaining how work 
was progressing on the W olfskill depot a 
H erald reporter dropped over there yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
Rapid strides have 
been made during the past few weeks 
and the structure is now very near com­ 
pletion. The entire framework is up 
and most of it painted, and a large force 
of men is engaged in putting in the thou­ 
sands of panes of glass that will en­ 
lighten and ornam ent tlie building. The 
tracks in the interior and th e one on the 
exterior to the east have been laid and 
workmen are now busy fixing the exits 
and approaches. 
The ticket offices 
and waiting rooms will 
be 
finish­ 
ed 
in 
a 
few 
days 
and 
then 
with the exception of putting down the 
platforms and 
adding 
the 
finishing 
touches, the building will be completed. 
I t is a very imposing structure, and looks 
very handsome as approached from Fifth 
street. 
As an architectural piece of work 
th e new depot will vie with any in the 
country, and will also be one of the finest 
pieces of workmanship in the city. An 
idea of its vast dimensions can scarcely 
be obtained until one walks along its en­ 
tire length and looks closely at the mas­ 
sive arches and girders th a t support the 
roof. It will be a great boon to the pub­ 
lic wheu it is thrown open for use, and 
judging by the indications, it will be 
ready for occupation in about a month.

C and id ates P r ed estin ed to D efeat 
There was probably never in the his­ 
tory of a National Convention a more 
abortive outcome than the Republican 
National ticket. The Republican masses 
dem anded Blaine. After Blaine they 
shouted for John Sherm an, a m an by no 
m eans specially strong in the Atlantic 
Btatea and specially weak only in the 
Pacific States. 
As a result they got 
H arrison, a m an who is weak both East 
and West, North and South, and at all 
th e interm ediate points of the compass. 
The only thing th a t recommended H arri­ 
son was a sentimental consideration that 
he was the grandson of his grandfather. 
W e are not obliged to resort to Demo­ 
cratic sources to find out the essential 
weakness of Harrison. 
The Chicago 
Tribune, the leading Republican news­ 
paper of the Northwest, sounded the 
note of alarm a t the mention of bis 
-candidacy. The Tribune had no hesita­ 
tion in saying th at advocacy of Harrison 
and Gouldism were equivalent terms. 
The Chicago Tribune and Mr. Michael 
H . De Young, of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, took exactly the same position 
as to the grandson of Tippecanoe. 
The 
great Lake City journal said to the Con­ 
vention that it ought not to choose H ar­ 
rison “ because his record will not enable 
“ him to carry any of the Pacific States, 
‘'while his association with some of the 
“ dubious political 
characters of the 
“ Southwestern Democratic States and 
‘'Territories would damage him as the 
“ campaign 
advanced in the Eastern 
“ States.” 
I t is somewhat unfortunate for Repub­ 
lican success that the aristocrat who 
heads the ticket of which Morton is the 
tail was thus estim ated in one of the 
quadrilateral of great W estern Repub­ 
lican newspapers, and easily the chief of 
the lot. I t is further unfortunate that 
thia candidate starts out, by the emphatic 
declarations of the proprietor of the 
great Pacific Coast Republican newspa­ 
per, the San Francisco Chronicle, as a 
m an who could not possibly carry a sin­ 
gle one of the Coast States. Comment­ 
ing upon Gov. Porter’s presentation of 
Harrison, the Chicago 
Tribune most 
pertinently rem arks: 
“ The greater portion of Gov. Porter’s 
speech concerned the ancestry of the ex­ 
Senator. This was a theme on which 
the speaker could be eloquent. 
Gen. 
H arrison’s grandfather was a gallant and 
patriotic American. 
In the councils of 
the nation and at the head of her small 
arm ies he rendered valuable and heroic 
services, and the American people re­ 
warded him for those services by the 
highest honor in their gift. 
The length 
a t which Gov. Porter dwelt on the ances­ 
try m ust have suggested to the audience 
th a t his candidate has not fallen heir to 
all the fame of his forefathers and to all 
the qualities which rendered them popu­ 
lar with the American people. 
H is an 
cestry undoubtedly gave him great oppor­ 
tunities, but where is the record of his 
own great services ? They are not refer­ 
red to extensively in his eulogist’s speech. 
The bill for the admission of Dakota as a 
State of the Union is the only measure of 
h is Senatorial career which the orator re­ 
called. 
He was prudently silent on his 
record concerning the anti-Chinese and 
anti-silver legislation, records which the 
platform of the Convention condemned 
by im plication.” 
The Tribune is really very inconsiderate 
to give point and prominence to H arrison’s 
weakness as a candidate, as it has done 
in the foregoing, b ut it probably believes 
th at the office of a great journal is to 
tell the truth and sham e the devil. 
The Tribune seemed never to tire of 
well-doing during the eeasions of the 
Convention. In the extract which we 
give from its columns below a very 
m arked reference is made to H arrison’s 
pro-Chinese record, a thing which the 
H e ra ld has established heretofore. It 
aleo refers to his anti-labor attitude and 
to the hostility of the Germans to this 
starched and invalided aristocrat. Jaat 
a s the H arriera stam pede began the 
Tribune said : 
“ The New Yorkers, who planned the 
H arrison stam pede, were determ ined to 
beat Gresham at all hazards and Bnuff 
s o t the dreaded Blaine conflagration at 
the same tim e, b at were unwilling to ac­ 
cent Sherman, because of the belief that 
he could not begin to carry the Empire 
State under any circumstances. 
Hence 
th ey eeked Ohio and Pennsylvania to 
join them and select Harrison as the 
m eet available man for the anti-Greeham 


combine. They gave as their reasons for 
the belief that Harrison might prove a 
winning candidate before the people. 
They accept without question as news 
wild 
statem ents 
as 
to 
H arrison’s 
strength with the Germans and lab­ 
oring 
classes 
in 
Indiana. 
They 
are 
also 
assured 
that 
he 
could 
win back the 8,000 Republican Green- 
backers whom he stigmatised a fe w y w s 
ago as 'fools’ and ‘lu n a tic s/. and for 
whose accommodation he suggested ad­ 
ditional insane asylums. They are made 
to believe he could get the labor vote, 
notwithstanding the fact that nearly 
every labor organisation in Indiana is 
opposed to him , and heat him for re­ 
election to the Senate. 
They seemed 
convinced that he could carry the Pacific 
Coast, notwithstanding his offensive pro- 
Chineee record. In other words they appear 
to think that the demonstrations indiffer- 
erent quarters of Indiana and elsewhere 
attesting G resham ’s strength with the 
people, are really intended for Harrison. 
The present would seem to be a good 
time for the Eastern delegates to con­ 
sider carefully w hether secret and crook­ 
ed monopolistic influences should be per­ 
m itted to defeat the most pODulaT candi­ 
date, and inflict on the Republican party 
a candidate whose election would be ex­ 
tremely difficult, to say the least.” 
Certainly no m an of sense can be deaf 
to the significance of the attitude of the 
head of the Republican ticket, as shown 
by the leading organs of his own party in 
Chicago and in San Francisco. 
Tbe 
Morton “ bar’l” and ihe manufacturers 
sack will labor in vain to disabuse the 
common sense masses of their sound im ­ 
pressions as to the equivocal status of 
the Republican standard bearers as to 
all m atters in controversy in the pending 
political issues. 
Especially will this be 
the case on the Pacific Coast. As to the 
Chinese, labor and silver questions, the 
Harrison and Morton outfit are at fault. 
On this Coast they ought to be and will 
be repudiated with a unanimity never 
known before.

Later the Im perial invalid was taken 
away from Berlin and from the cares 
of government to the baths. 
Once more 
all was unavailing, for the reason that 
death had marked this o le also for his 
prey. 
Sad as it is to say it, the reports 
from “ Little P hil’s” bedside seem to 
point

Sheridan, like G rant and 
like “ Our Fritz,” is making his m o ^ 
gallant fight in the face of this grim 
of all mankind. 
But it looks

failing life and the agoD^, 0f dying. These 
modern instances Utmost provoke the 
doubt whether or not the high state to 
which m edir^i science has attained in 
our day, when used for such ends as 
this, U to be accounted a benefit and 
blessing to our race, or merely a refined 
System of torture.

OLD 
ANIMOSITIES 
FORGOTTEN. 


George W illiam 
C urtis’ Eloquent 
o ratio n —Vivid Description 


Of The B attle. 


T h e sumptuary law plank of the Chi­ 
cago platform has given the Democratic 
party almost the entire German vote, 
while it has not secured to that organiza­ 
tion the Prohibition vote. In this mat­ 
ter the grand old party has fallen plum b 
between two stools. On the other hand, 
the nomination of H arrison has restored 
to the Democracy th at portion of the 
Irish vote which went off to Blaine 
1884. The New York Sun, of the 26th 
inst., bad an interview with Mr. Edward 
J. Rowe, who in 1884 was a m em ber of 
Tammany Hall, but who left that organ­ 
ization to work for Blaine’s election, and 
was the head of the body known as the 
“ Blaine Dynamiters.” 
A change has 
come over the spirit 
of Mr. Rowe’s 
dream , and he unbosomed himself 
follows, to a reporter of the S u n : 
“ If Blaine had been nominated, I and 
thousands of other Irshm en in this city 
would have started right out to work for 
him . Now, however, I for one—and I 
think I can safely say that I shall not be 
alone in this—shall give my time to my 
business, and let politics alone. I would 
have worked for Blaine because he was 
Blaine, and not because he was either a 
Republican or a protectionist. 
In 1884 
33,000 Irishm en in this town voted 
for 
Blaine 
because 
they felt that 
he 
was 
an American 
all 
over 
and 
would 
protect 
this 
country 
from foreign demands and usurpations 
They admired the m an because of his in ­ 
tense spirit of nationality. It’s quite pos­ 
sible that many of those 33,000 votes may 
be Democratic this year. They were not 
so much Republican votes as Blaine votes 
in 1884. 
I may vote for Cleveland m y­ 
self.” 
Mr. Rowe is a representative of an im ­ 
mense num ber of Irish* American voters, 
whose indifference to the Republican 
cause, owing to the failure of Blaine’s 
nomination, 
means 
much 
positive 
strength to the Democracy, and of a still 
larger num ber of his race who have re­ 
turned to their old cordial affiliation with 
the Democratic party. 
The result will 
be signalized in New York City by 
the old time McClellan, Seymour and 
Tilden majorities below 
the H arlem 
Bridge in the Em pire State. 


T h a t plank of the Republican Na­ 
tional platform which pronounces in 
favor of both gold and silver as money 
is one of the sheerest pieces of flap­ 
doodle ever introduced into such a docu­ 
ment. If anyone interested in the m at­ 
ter will simply pick up the report of the 
Senate committee on the demonetization 
of silver in 1873, prepared principally by 
the Republican Senator from Nevada, 
Hon. John P. Jones, he will find that 
silver was demonetized in a very sneak* 
ing and contemptible way by the Repub­ 
lican party. It was done at the behest 
of Wall street, and done most effectually, 
at the instigation of London financiers. 
Lombard street and ’Change, in com­ 
bination with Wall and Broad streets, 
with

change. No Californian needs to be told 
how lamentable was the effect upon the 
prosperity of this Coast of this deinoneti 
zation. Silver from that mom ent ceased 
to be money and became bullion, which, 
a t a greatly dim inished price, was used 
to buy w heat in India. 
From the very 
instant this treacherous demonetization 
of silver was recorded, the price of wheat 
and other Calfornian products, began to 
go down, and has continued to go down 
to the present day. Impudence is hardy 
indeed, that can ever dare to allude to 
silver in the face of such dam natory 
facts.

There was strange sim ilarity between 
this day and that of just twenty-five 
years ago. Then the arm ies of Meade 
and Lee confronted each 
other; 
to-day the Federáis and Confederates 
were once more on the field,and again one 
was on Seminary Ridge and the other on 
Cemetery H ill. 
Nothing unusual oc 
curred to break the monotony until 4 
o’clock, when Union and Confederates 
met once more at almost the same hour 
at which they had joined in deadly con­ 
flict twenty-five years ago. 
MONUJ^ENTS DEDICATED. 
The monuments which were dedicated 
to-day were as follows: The Fifth New 
York Cavalry, the 146th New York In­ 
fantry, 
G arnarard 
Tigers, 67th New 
York, First Long Island Volunteers, 
known as Crecher’a regiment, at which 
Rev. Thomas K. Beecher, of Elmira, 
New York, delivered the oration; Third 
New York Independent Battery, with 
Major-General W. S. Rosecrans as orator 
Battery B, New York Artillery, and 13th 
New York Independent Battery. 
The Signal Corps Association of the 
Army of the Potomac held a meeting 
here to-day.

“ This meeting was a great success, 
and if these redhions of soldiers occurred

At 3 o’clock a procession composed of

At tlie con­ 
clusion of the parade General Robinson, 
of New York, the presiding officer, re­ 
quested Hev. Twitchell, of

heads and when concluding be began 
the Lord’s Prayer, the crowd joined in. 
The poet of the occasion, Geo. Parsons 
Lathrop, was unable to be present, but 
part of his poem was read by Gen. H . 0. 
King, Secretary of tbe Society of the 
Potomac, and was received by the audi­ 
ence with much applause. 
THE ORATOR OF THE DAY. 
When orator Geo. W illiam Curtis was 
presented, three cheers were called for 
by General Sharpe, and he was greeted 
with hearty applause. 
Eloquence was in 
every line of Mr. Curtis’ oration. He 
began with these words : 
Upon this field, consecrated by Amer­ 
ican valor, we meet to consecrate our­ 
selves to the American Union. 
In this 
hallowed ground lie buried, not only the 
brave soldiers of the blue and the grey, 
but the passions of war, the jealousies of 
sections and the bitter root of all our na­ 
tional differences—hum an slavery. Here 
the long and angry controversies of the 
political dogma of material interests and 
of moral pride and tradition came to a 
decisive struggle. As the fate of Chris 
tendom was determ ined at Tours, th at of 
American independence at Saratoga, and 
that of modern Europe at Waterloo, the 
destiny of the American Uhion was de­ 
cided at Gettysburg. 
A hundred other 
famous fields there are of the same Am­ 
erican bravery in the sam e tremendous 
strife—fields which 
the 
proud 
and 
terrible tales of history 
and 
soDg 
will never tire of telling. 
But it is here 
that the struggle touched its highest 
point; here broke the fiery crest of that 
invading wave of war. From this field 
the civil contest through renowned cam 
paigns of courageous endurance, of fear­ 
ful carnage and of accumulating heart­ 
breaks for Northern and Southern homes 
slowly receded toward its end. This, 
therefore, is one of the historical fields of 
the world, and to us Americans no other 
has an interest so profound. 
M arathon 
and Arbela, Worcester and Valmy, even 
our own Bunker Hill and Saratoga and 
Yorktown, 
FIELDS OE UNDYING FAME, 
Have not for us a significance so vital and 
so beneficent as this field of Gettysburg. 
But that the glory of this day and of 
America and of hum an nature may be 
full, it is the veterans and survivors of 
the armies, whose tremendous conflict 
interpreted the Constitution, who to-day, 
here upon the battlefield, and upon its 
twenty-fifth anniversary, clasp the friend­ 
ly hands of sym pathy to salute a com­ 
mon victory. This is a spectacle with­ 
out a precedent in history. 
No field of 
the cloth of gold or of the grounded 
arm s ; no splendid scene of the royal ad­ 
justm ent of conquests, the diplomatic 
settlem ent of treaties, or the papal in­ 
citem ent of crusades, rivals in moral 
grandeur or significance this simple pa­ 
geant. 
Probably the most effective passage in 
the address was the speaker’s magnifi­ 
cent description of the battle. 
Said h e : 
Tbe sun of Gettysburg rose on the first of 
July and saw the arm y of the Gray al­ 
ready advancing in line of b attle; the 
arm y of the Blue still hastening eagerly 
forward and converging to this 
* * 


Seminary hill, far round to Wolf’s hill 
and Culp’s hill, then sweeping back with 
desperate fury, striking the peach orchard 
and dashing with Hash and roar upon 
Little Round Top and Round Top, raging 
in Devil’s Den, the earth trembling, the 
air quivering, the sky obscured with 
shoutiDg charge and rattling volley, and 
thundering cannonade piling the ground 
with mangled and bleeding Blue and 
Gray, the old and the young, but always 
and everywhere. 
THE DEVOTED AND THE CRAVE. 
Toubtful the battle hung and poised: 
then a formidable bolt of war was forged 
on yonder wooded height and launch?) 
with w ithering blasts and roar 0f fire 
against the foe. I* Wa8 a living bolt and 
sped as i f re s tle s s . 
It reached and 
touched ta e floating line of em battled 
blUO. 
It pierced the line. For one brief 
moment, in the sharp agony of mortal 
strife it held its own. It was th e supreme 
moment of the peril of the Union. It 
was the heroic crisis of the war. But the 
fiery force was spent. 
In one last, wild, 
tumultuous struggle brave men (lashed 
headlong against men as brave, and the 
next m om ent th at awful bolt of daring 
courage was m elted in the fervent heat 
of an equal valor, and the battle of G et­ 
tysburg was fought. 
Patriotism feeds upon local tradition, 
historic events, and the memories of fa­ 
mous m en ; but a miscellaneous multitude 
sprung of m any nations, w ithout a com­ 
mon heart to vibrate instinctively to

and 
associations, 
would lack 
th a t suprem e 
patriotism 
which is 


THE MORAL DEFENCE OF THE NATION. 
Let us beware then how we recklessly 
water our life blood. 
W ebster said at 
Bunker H ill, just as the vast immii 
tion was beginning, “ We are placed at 
the head of a representative and popular 
S 
ivernment. 
We should be recreant to 
e duty of th at headship if we perm it 
the fundam ental 
principles 
of 
na­ 
tional 
repo?e, or 
the 
security 
of 
personal rights, of good laws and of just 
adm inistration, to be im perilled by the 
ignorant, lawless, idle and dangerous 
overflow of all other countries. 
We are 
the occupants and guardians of this 
country, and with a kindly heart and an 
hospitable hand towards all the world, 
we m ust prescribe the conditions upon 
which the world shall come here. 
If the 
American is to rem ain the head of free 
government and the hope of liberty in 
the world, our first duty is to remember 
that constitutional liberty has its own 
laws and conditions, and that' only by 
respecting and enforcing them can lib­ 
erty for ourselves and for all men be pre­ 
served.” 
THE PROBLEM OF SUFFRAGE. 
Akin to this is the problem of suffrage, 
subject to the constitutional guarantee of 
a Republican form of governm ent and of 
no discrim ination against race or color. 
The regulation of suffrage is wisely left 
to the States, but the action of every 
8tate upon subjects of common interest, 
necessarily 
affects 
the 
Union. 
The 
suffrage is the main spring, the heart of 
our common life, and whatever affects it 
injuriously touches the national sensor- 
iura, and the whole country is thrilled. 
It is not enough th at a national election 
be fair, it must be the national convic­ 
tion th at it is fair. No honest man 
should delude himself with the theory 
that this is a local question. The prac­ 
tical 
remedy 
for 
its 
coercion 
its 
repressing, 
indeed 
is 
local, 
not 
national. 
The 
citizens 
of 
this magnificent Commonwealth cannot 
reach across the Potomac and impose 
their will respecting the suffrage upon 
the M other of the States, nor can the 
States of New England dictate legislation 
to the States of the Northwest, but as 
W ashington, Jefferson and Madison and 
M artin Van Buren took counsel with Al­ 
exander H amilton and Doctor Franklin 
and Rufus King and Roger Sherman, 
bent upon a common purpose, but with 
regard to every local condition, so will 
their sons confer fraternally, forbearinj 
until the great problem of suffrage anc 
all other problems are solved. This is 
the auspicuous result which would appear 
everywhere in the country, adjusting the 
bitterest differences, if the s p rit of this 
day and of this field should become the 
Bpirit of our politics, and then by the 
grace of God, as the essential reason of 
sectionalism disappeared with the war, 
its disappearance in fact, in feeling and 
impolítica would be the crowniDg glory 
of Gettysburg. 
To-night a banquet was served at the 
Springs Hotel.

duled for to-morrow and the day will 
probably be quiet as far as the Army of 
the Potomac is concerned.

W a s h in g t o n , 
July 3 . — Postmaster- 
General Dickinson has written a letter 
to Chairman Blount, of the House Post­ 
office Committee, in which he vigorously 
attacks what is commonly known as the- 
Subsidy Amendment, put on the Postof­ 
fice Appropriation bill by the Senate. 
This am endm ent appropriates $ 8 0 0 ,0 0 0 to 
provide a more efficient m ail service be­ 
tween the U nited 
States and South. 
America, and authorizes the Postmaster* 
General to contract with American-built 
vessels to carry mails at a compensation 
not exceeding for each outward trip $1 
per nautical mile. Ih e Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral begins: 
It will hardly be claimed for this legis­ 
lation th a t it is either dem anded or re­ 
quired, or th at it can be utilized for the 
benefit of the postal service m erely; th e 
resources and powers of the D epartm ent 
have proved entirely adequate to af­ 
ford the citizens of the United States a 
foreign mail service equal to, and in 
most cases superior to that of any nation 
in the world. N ine-tenths of our foreign 
letter mail crosses the Atlantic, and the 
settled policy of the Depart ment has been 
to employ 
the swiftest vessels from 
week to week for carrying the m ails. 
The 
Departm ent 
at 
the 
request 
of 
prominent 
m erchants, 
im porters 
and bankers of the United States, hav­ 
ing commercial relations with foreign 
countries, has endeavored to induce the 
foreign postal adm inistrations to adopt a 
similar policy to promote expedition and 
security* in correspondence under th e 
present system. On routes other than 
European ports the mails have been car­ 
ried in American steam ships at fonr 
tim es the rates paid for the trans-Atlantic 
service, although no foreign vessel has 
ever refused to accept a sea postage of 
one-fourth the rate paid to American 
bottoms. 
After alluding to the various advan­ 
tages given by the Central and South 
American countries to vessels carry ing 
mails, he continued: 
If there shall bo super-added to thw 
functions of the postal adm inistration, 
that of adm inistering a subsidy or bounty 
for 
the 
promotion 
of 
American 
shipping 
interests, 
I 
can 
readily 
see 
why in 
practice 
these 
two 
offices must so conflict 
that so far 
from being of advantage to and promo­ 
ters of efficient mail service, such sub- 
sftiy with such purpose in the hands of 
the Postmaster-General 
m ust 
an tag ­ 
onize and overbear the prim ar y object of 
hiB office, which is to give the correspon­ 
dence of our citizens the best expedition 
and certain transmission. If the bounty 
or bonus system is to be revived it should 
be 
done 
without 
involving 
thia 
D epartm ent 
in 
the 
complicationa 
certain 
to 
arise 
from 
adm inis­ 
tering it, and without ham pering ita 
fundam ental rulejof action, which is th at 
the mails m ust go at all events. The 
proposed bill will lie a m andate to th e 
Postmaster-General to contract with Am­ 
erican-built 
aud 
American-registered 
steam ships for the transportation of th e 
mails to the ports of Central and South 
America and the West Indies, for a period 
of not less than five years, and with a 
compensation for the outward trip of one 
dollar per mile. There is no condition for 
advertisement, and indeed unlike even 
the British subsidy acts, competition is 
not contemplated, or] omitted, as the 
contracts are to be lim ited to those now 
in existence, between whom there is 
comparatively no competition, because 
of the num ber which can be employed in 
the 
service; 
Under 
present 
con­ 
ditions 
the 
proposed 
law 
m ight 
as 
well 
have 
nam ed 
the 
few 
persons. to whom thisj money is to be 
paid. Even the laws under which Amer­ 
ican ships m ight be compelled to carry 
mails, have been repealed, and it goes 
w ithout saying th at the proposed legisla­ 
tion intends the Departm ent to pay the 
m aximum 
rate 
provided 
to 
these 
few persons, without troubling them 
w ith any negotiations as to terms, and, 
indeed, you will observe without even 
the lodgement of discretion in the De­ 
partm ent to designate from w hat ports in 
the United States the mails shall sail. 
It may be said in passing that, presuma­ 
bly, the term inal pointi from which th e 
sailings will be made, if self-interest, as 
is usually the case, governs, will be those 
from which the greatest 
num ber of 
nautical 
miles may 
be 
computed 
rather than from these at which the con­ 
venience and needs of the service would 
be suited. 
It m ay be noted, also, th at 
the schedules of sailings. are to be fur­ 
nished by contractors and not by the 
Postmaster-General. 
Altogether from 
an analysis of the proposed legislation, it 
would seem to exclude the exercise of 
any power of any representative of this 
Government 
to 
progtffe 
for a m ail 
service in the interest of the people 
except after contract which m ust be on 
the carrier’s own term s, and after the

W a s h in g t o n , July 3 .—The House to­ 
day non-coacurred in the Senate am end­ 
m ent appropriating $800,000 in the Post­ 
office bill to provide more efficient mail 
service between the United States and 
South and Central America and the West 
Indies. 
On motion of Mills, of Texas, it was 
ordered that when the House adjourned 
to-day it be to meet Thursday next.

was also agreed that the Tariff bill would 
not be called up for consideration Thurs­ 
day. 
The House then went into Com­ 
mittee of the Whole, Springer,of Illinois, 
in the Chair on the Tariff bill. 
On motion of McMillan, of Tennessee, 
the duty on cast polished plate glass was 
left unchanged. 
McKinley, of Ohio, moved to increase 
from $1» to $6.72 per ton, the duty of pig 
iron. 
He explained that the present 
rate of duty was $6.72 per ton, and the 
proposed reduction would bo very injuri­ 
ous upon the iron industry. The motion 
was lost. 
McKinley then moved to re­ 
store present rate of duty on iron railway 
bars weighing more than twenty-five 
pounds to the yard. 
Lost. 
McMillan, of Tennessee, moved to 
strike out the clause imposing a duty of 
$11 a ton on slabs and billets of steel, 
and restore the present rate of forty-five 
per cent, ad valorem. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, opposed the 
motion. The present duty was equiva­ 
lent to $8 a ton, which he thought was 
not sufficiently high when compared with 
other articles on the iron and 
Bteel 
schedule. The motion was agreed to. 
Moffit moved to increase from $20 to 
$22 per ton, the duty on charcoal bloom 
iron. 
Lost. 
McKinley moved to restore the exist­ 
ing rates on bar iron, and the motion was 
advocated by P>arrows, of M ichigan. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, also support­ 
ed the motion, and expressed himself 
disposed to a reduction of tariff and in 
favor of the repeal of the tobacco tax, 
and the tax on alcohol used in the arts. 
This be thought would reduce the sur­ 
plus, as far as it should be reduced, if 
the Government intended to do justice 
to the widows and children of the sol­ 
diers of the war. 
H e favored tariff, be­ 
cause it provided a home m arket, and 
eaid the two tickets before the country to­ 
day represented two ideas; the Repub­ 
lican ticket that the American markets 
should be for Americans, and the other 
that the American m arkets should be 
open to the whole world. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, charged the 
Republican party with having deserted 
its platform oi 1884, for the revision of 
th e tariff, and were going before the 
people in 1888, asking for their suffrage 
on a principle which it never before ad­ 
vocated, under the cry of an American 
m arket for Americans, and protection for 
American industries and labor. 
The 
Republican party proposes to carry on a 
tariff system in this country which would 
protect fifteen hundred thousand wage 
workers, as against sixteen million wage 
workers. 
Reed, of Maine, expressed delight at 
seeing the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
come back to his other occupation to at­

a member of Congress. 
H ad the gentle­ 
m an been present he would have known 
these questions all bad been discussed' 
and the House perfectly acquainted with 
them . 
The gentleman based his re­ 
m arks on the idea th at the Americans 
were producers and it was for the bene­ 
fit of the American people who were con­ 
sumers, that the producers who were 
also Americans should have an American 
m arket.

W hy in the

Th& certificate of incorporation of the 
Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska Railway 
with the Chicago, Rock Island and Colo­

FAIR ANAHEIM. 


Ho l« S plit lu T w o P o litic a lly an d 
B o lts H a rriso n a n d H o r to n . 
Local colored Republicans are divided, 
and local white Republican bosses are at 
their wits end to discover some scheme 
which will bring two violently antagon­ 
istic factions of the colored brethren 
together. The breach is a big one, one 
of a “ personal nature,” as Mr. Hawkins 
puts it, and cne that it seems likely can­ 
not be healed unless the powers that be, 
for the sake of capturing the Los An­ 
geles colored vote, undo all the work of 
the National Convention and put two 
other men at the head of the Republican 
ticket. 
The Eureka Republican Club, an or­ 
ganization of Colored voters, held a m eet­ 
ing Monday night in Reverend Thomas 
Brown’s 
chapel, on Requena street, 
below Los Angeles, and a H e r a l d man 
was there. 
A room possibly 25x20 was 
jammed to the doors with the dusky sons 
of Ham, and anybody passing within a 
block of Rev. Brown’s chapel would cer­ 
tainly wager that no worshipping of the 
Deity was uoing on there. 
The H e r a l d 
man wlieu he reached Los 
Angeles 
street, could hear shouts of “ Mr. Chair­ 
man! Mr. C hairm an!” “ You’s out er 
order, eah !” “ We won’tfuse fer a C9nt!” 
etc., em anating from the meeting place. 
The tum ult inside was indiscribable. 
A colored member was on the floor and 
no less than half a dozen members were 
yelling at the Chairman that he “ was no 
parlmenteerian 
’tall.” 
The 
colored 
orator Held his ground and finally made 
himself heard. 
He w anted the name of 
the club changed to “ The Harrison and 
Morton Club of Los Angeles.’’ Then the 
fun 
commenced. 
IIisse3, hoots and 
hurrahs were hurled at the orator’s head, 
and finally, having lo3t the power of in­ 
halation, he was forced to sit down upon 
the Chairm an’s desk, nearly suffocated 
It was evident there was a serious split 
in the ranks of the colored Republican 
contingent. 
Representative men from 
all over the town were present,and prom­ 
inent ringleaders like H enry H . M artin, 
Charles Henry Jackson Nelson, Robert 
Owens and Hawkins, the colored fqjni- 
ture man, took active part in the running 
debate that lasted until all hands were 
tired out and left the hall to the Chairman 
and the Secretary. 
The H e r a l d m an investigated and as­ 
certained the cause of the breach. It 
seems that there are two factions of col­ 
ored Republicans in tow n; one known as 
the Texas faction, the other the Cali­ 
fornia. 
The Texas faction, numbering 
nearly 450 men, Is so called because its 
members came here from Texas. 
The 
Chairman of the club, H enry M artin,is a 
member 
of 
th a t 
faction and 
the 
leader is Mr. H awkins, Mr. M artin's 
business partner. The California faction 
comprises about one hundred and fifty 
men, headed by Jake Soares, with R. C; 
O. Benjamin, the colored lawyer and 
Revs. Brown and Anderson as aides-de- 
camp. 
The 
Californians 
originally 
started the club, but force of numbers 
gave the Texaug the supremacy. 
This 
vexed the Californians and they have 
been obstructionists ever since. 
The 
Californians favored Harrison and Mor­ 
ton while the Texans did not. 
Many of 
them assert they will be converted to 
Democracy unless the head of the ticket 
is changed. Then, on tho other hand, 
the Californians refused to be, what they 
termed it, “ bossed,” by the Texans who, 
they say are politically, morally and 
socially ignorant. 
So a question of caste 
has added difficulty to an amicable ad­ 
justm ent of affairs. 
Last night’s m eet­ 
ing was “ a hot ’un,” as a member put it, 
and no m istake. 
The proposition to 
change the name of the cI u d was rejected 
and it is understood that, at the next 
meeting of the club, the Californians will 
bolt in a body unless the Texans con­ 
sent to change the nam e. This, the 
Texans say, they will never consent to do. 
A member of tbe Texas faction told the 
H e r a l d man that his crowd would never 
vote the Republican ticket as formu­ 
lated. 
He said Harrison was no friend 
to the negro and that Morton had said 
he never would employ one. Then the 
Republican platform was not Bound on 
the tariff. 
He said he preferred to see 
the adm inistration of to-day continued 
than to take chances on the rickety 
promises held out by those who wanted 
to get into power.
